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MR. EISENHOWER, DIPLOMAT 
President Elsenhower's 10 -day swing 
through key Western capltnb looks to many 
like a great new departure In personal di- 
plomacy for him. 
, By recent contrast. It is. Until stricken by 
hla fatal Illness, the late Secretary ot State 
John Foster Dulles was the man who beat 
a path to every diplomat's door. The Presi' 
dent was more than^ content to have Dulles 
perform these vital labors. 

Yet Dulles' tireless travels across the 
globe in quest of peace should not have 
obscured the fact that Mr. Eisenhower's 
preprcsldential reputation was founded In 
considerable part upon his display of dlp' 
lomatic talent, both as wartime allied com' 
mandcr and as chief of NATO. 

This was the man who brought into work, 
oble accommodation the often sharply 
clashing viewpoints of the World war II 
Western powers, and who thereafter got 
NATO onto solid footing by welding to- 
gothcr the first multi-nation defense force 
established in time of peace. 

Time win tell whether the -President's 
talents in this realm are as sharp as they 
once were. They will be strongly tested In 
Europe as he seeks the ever-elusive goal 
of reasonable unity among friendly but 
bickering allies. 

Our Western friends already have given 
their approval to the forthcoming Khrush- 
chev visit to the United States. Neverthe- 
less, It Is Important for Mr, Elsenhower to 
be able to present to him policies and atti- 
tudes which have the full support of these 
nations. This he now tries for with all the 
pcr^nal skill at his command. 

What the President Is doing is truly a new 
departure only In the sense that it is the 
first time the full weight of his powerful 
office has been given over to personal di- 
plomacy of this sort. 

His decision to undertake it now Is be- 
.llevetl to reflect more than the tragic loss 
of Dulles. It suggests his conviction that. 
_othcr_opproachcs_liaYlng Iallcd,-hls..own 
face-to-face efforts with both friends and 
adversaries might be the. last real hope of 
peace. ' • :' 

It. somehow or other, he Is encouraged 
to extend this personal diplomacy beyond 
the curi:ent series. Including the exchange 
with Khrushchev, then It may well be that 
he will be staking his entire reputation as a 
peacemaker on this renewal of hla old tal- 
ents in the closing years of his regime.

LAWYERS FIND LOOPHOLES 

Many of the best lawyers on capltol hill 
and In labor circles. Including those who 
favor a strong labor reform bill, agree with 
James Hoffa and Robert Kennedy that it 
Will be difficult to "knock out" the head of 
the Teamsters' union through legislation. 

Any measure hammered out through com- 
promise In house-senate conferences Is cer- 
tain to contain loose language, general 
terms and. as a result, many loopholes. 

The bill now nendlng Is shot through with 
technical provislbns affecting the area with- 
in which It can be enforced. It will be sub- 
ject to many conflicting interpretations by 
the department of labor, the national la- 
bor relations board and by the federal 
courts. 

There has ficver yet been a law written 
that smart lawyers cannot outwit, and 
sometimes persuade the courts to agree with 
them. It Is probable that any labor reform 
measure, assuming that one passes, will ruii 
to form.' 

As Counsel Kennedy suggests, Hoffa's able 
and Well-paid lawyers can undoubtedly find 
convenient loopholes. And It Is known that 
Hoffa did not scoff at the proposed Land- 
nim-Grlffln bill, the stlffest of all. until his 
lawyers had examined and analyzed it. 

It Is for this reason that Counsel Ken- 
nedy feels the need for some kind of na- 
tional crime commission. Whether that Is 
the tinswer. only time will tell. 

But there Is certain to be a congressional 
demancl for such an organization, If Hoffa 
and his Ilk continue to escape a check by 
congress, union monitors, his members and 
the courts.
